Affections  of  the  Kidneys  and  Bladder,  Stone  of  the  Triple-Phosphate  of  Ammonia  and 
Magnesia  Variety,  Four  Ounces  of  Stone  passed  under  the  action  of  this  Water, 
where  the  Surgeon’s  Knife  had  been  Ineffectual.

Medical  Society  of  Virginia.

It  is  an  efficient  remedy  in  some  of  the  Affections  Peculiar  to  Women  and  espe¬ 
cially  so  in  Suppressed  and  in  Difficult  and  Painful  Menstruation. 

In  Chronic  Malarious  Fevers  of  every  variety,  it  is  confidently  claimed  to  be  a 
specific.  In  Blood  Poisoning  it  will  be  found  a  potent  agent.  It  has  been  found 
an  efficient  remedy  in  Chronic  Gonorrhoea,  Gleet,  and  Scrofulous  Affections. 

Some  distinguished  medical  men  report  very  remarkable  results  from  its  use  in 
the  Llbuminuria,  Nausea  and  Uraemic  Poisoning  of  Pregnancy ,  and  in  the  Albumin¬ 
uria  and  Dropsical  Effusion  of  Scarlatinal  patients. 

Distinguished  medical  authority  also  ascribes  to  it  a  peculiar  power  as  a  Nerve 
Tonic,  and  compares  its  action  as  a  tonic  and  alterative  to  that  of  the  “  Ilypophos- 
phites  of  Lime  and  Soda.” 

The  best  evidence  perhaps  that  it  possesses  this  peculiar  power  as  a  Nervous 
Tonic  is  the  remarkable  relief  which  it  lias  afforded  in  some  cases  of  Paralysis, 
in  which  its  good  effects  can  be  ascribed  only  to  its  action  upon  the  Nervous 
System. 

One  or  two  goblets,  of  the  ordinary  size,  of  this  water  taken  an  hour  before 
meals  (and  where  more  than  one  is  taken,  they  should  be  taken  at  intervals  of 
a  half  hour),  increases  the  production  of  the  acid  gastric  juice,  promotes  both 
the  appetite  and  the  digestion. 

A  goblet  taken  during  or  after  meals  prevents  or  arrests  the  fermentations 
which  in  certain  morbid  conditions  of  the  stomach  take  place  in  the  foods  in  the 
process  of  digestion.  It  is  not  of  course  suggested  that  the  same  individual 
should  take  the  water  at,  during  and  after  meals,  but  simply  indicate  several  ap¬ 
propriate  times  for  taking  it,  to  be  selected  between,  according  to  circumstances 
and  individual  experience. 

Many  persons  who  cannot  ordinarily  use  milk  or  cream  will  find  that  by  adding 
from  a  fourth  to  a  third  part  of  the  water,  they  are  made  not  only  acceptable  but 
valuable  articles  of  diet.  It  has  been  found  useful  in  the  preparation  of  artificial 
food  for  infants,  as  a  preventive  of  Colic  and  intestinal  derangement,  adding  the 
water  to  milk  until  it  loses  its  acidity  and  becomes  neutral  or  alkaline.  For  this 
purpose  a  decided  preference  is  expressed  for  it  over  lime-water,  for  the  reason 
that  the  long-continued  use  of  the  latter  is  regarded  as  hurtful  to  digestion 
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Its  Purgative  Action. 

This  water  is  not,  as  a  general  rule,  a  purgative  water.  In  exceptional  cases, 
however,  it  acts  freely  upon  the  Bowels  at  first,  hut  generally  corrects  itself  in  a 
few  days. 

Where  a  cathartic  effect  is  desired,  it  may  generally  be  obtained  by  the  addi¬ 
tion  of  a  teaspoonful  of  common  salt  to  a  goblet  of  the  water  in  the  morning 
before  breakfast. 

An  Antidote  to  the  Acids  of  Wines  and  Liquors^. 

Many  critical  judges  in  such  matters  regard  it  as  the  most  efficient  of  known 
Antidotes  to  the  pernicious  acids  of  Wines  and  Liquors,  and  consequently  the  , 
most  efficient  preventive  of  Gout ,  Rheumatism,  and  other  evils  frequently  re¬ 
sulting  from  them. 

Suggestions  as  to  Quantity  of  Water  to  toe  Taken,  &c. 

From  six  to  eight  glasses,  of  the  ordinary  size,  is  about  the  average  quantity 
of  this  water  taken  by  invalids  a  day,  and  this  is  supposed  to  be  sufficient  in 
most  cases ;  some,  however,  take  from  ten  to  twelve ;  others  only  three  or  four. 
In  derangements  of  the  Digestive  Organs  especially,  the  lesser  quantity  has  often 
been  productive  of  great  good.  In  Gout ,  Rheumatism.  Stone ,  Gravel ,  or  Eczema , 
it  should  be  taken  freely. 

It  is  impossible  to  prescribe  a  standard  that  would  be  applicable  to  all  cases. 
Experience  will,  perhaps,  prove  the  best  guide  in  the  matter,  Nor  can  any  gen¬ 
eral  rule  be  laid  down  as  to  the  length  of  time  for  which  the  water  should  be 
used.  While  in  some  cases  it  is  prompt  in  its  action,  in  others  it  requires  con¬ 
tinuous  'use  for  weeks  and  sometimes  for  months  to  make  any  decided  impression 
upon  the  system. 

Purchasers  Cautioned  Against  Fraud.
